Inflation Brings Pressure For Controls 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — An inflation 
rate that, if continued, would take 6 
cents out of each consumer dollar by 
y ear’s end is creating new pressure for 
tighter wage-price controls. 
ITesident Nixon is resisting any 
such move, but the resistance appears 
to be weakening as reports of sharp 
price increases continue to undermine 
his largely voluntary Phase 3 control 
program . 
The latest Gross National Product 
report, announced Thursday, shows 
inflation during the first three months 
of 1972. up by 6 per cent on a yearly 
basis. 


The im m ediate effect of the inflation 
spiral, already felt by most shoppers, 
officially is recorded today with I^abor 
Departm ent release of the March 
consumer price index. It reflects the 


2.2 per cent hike in March wholesale 
prices, highest in 20 years. 
Although 
the 
President 
is 
con­ 
sidering ways to toughen his ITiase 3 
program , his economic advisers are 
not convinced that any tightening will 
be effective. 


They feel this way because the* 
econom y 
is 
reaching 
boom like 
proportions with heavy demand for a 
num ber of products, an economic 
condition that tends to push prices up. 


The a d m in istra tio n ’s econom ic 
officials feel that a return to m an­ 
datory wage-price controls such as 
existed prior to Jan. ll, or even a 
freeze, would blow up in the face of the 
fast economic expansion.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Delays in 
collecting 1972 taxes on the county 
level have caused schools in at least 51 
counties to borrow money to operate

30-<lay extensions and 13 counties 
asked for twomonth extensions from 
the Ohio Board of lax Appals in 
collecting the 1972 taxes. School dis­ 
tricts receive about 73 jmt cent of the 
local profXTty tax collections. 
leonard Myers, a supervisor at the 
tax board, said about $1.3 billion from 
delinquent county collections would be 
earmarked for the* school districts for 
use throughout 1973. 
Tax bills are due to be mailed an­ 
nually Dec. 20. 
Any extension is 
initially requested from the county 
commission for 30 days. Should ad­ 
ditional extensions lx* necessary, tin* 
Board of 'lax Appeals has unlimited 
authorization to approve them one 
month at a time. Hearings are not 
always necessary. 
“ At the hearing, they must give us 
the reason for the delay. To have an 
extension lieyond April 25 even this 
year is an unreasonable time,” said 
Dale Teeters, a board official.

An interesting straw floated into the 
wind when K T. Klassen, head of the 
U.S. Postal Service, publicly changed 
his mind on the issue of the compulsory 
“agency shop” for post office workers. 
Klassen had originally told m em bers 
of the House of Representatives Sub­ 
com m ittee on Postal Facilities that he 
had no objections to a bill that would 
allow the postal em ployees’ union to 
collect the equivalent of union dues 
from anyone who stood to benefit from 
collective bargaining procedures. But 
when Im* cam e to testify before a sub­ 
com m ittee group chaired by liberal 
R epresentative (Charles Wilson 
(I). 
Calif.), Klassen said that “a deeper 
sense of leadership responsibility” had 
caused him to shift his ground. In other 
words, he, like Secretary of la b o r 
Brennan, had decided he must play on 
the “team .” 


In deference to his original support 
of the "agency shop” Klassen added 
that “future developm ents in postal 
labor re la tio n s — p a rtic u la rly a 
stronger com m itm ent to collective 
bargaining and a deeper sense of 
leadership responsibility than have 
som etim es appeared in the past two 
years — could lead” him to revert to 
his first position. But “at least for the 
present” Postm aster General Klassen 
is not for compelling a dissident 
minority of postal workers to pay the 
equivalent of dues to an organization 
whose aid they had not solicited. 


The Klassen statem ent obviously 
stunned Representative Wilson, who 
had introduced one bill that would ap ­ 
ply tlx* provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act to postal workers, and another bill 
that would perm it a postal union to 
negotiate a union security agreem ent 
in collective bargaining with the em ­ 
ployer. Application of Taft-Hartley to 
the postal w orkers would, in R epre­ 
sentative Wilson’s words, give them 
“negotiating equality” — i.e., the right 
to strike even though, as m em bers of a 
governm ent-supported 
“ public 
cor- 
poration,” they are quasi-government 
employees. “ Union security” would 
imply sanction for an “agency shop” 
checkoff. 


nu* Nixon Administration is ob­ 
viously com m itted to giving George 
Meany alm ost anything he wants. But 
the “alm ost anything” does not in­ 
clude the right to impose compulsion 
on em ployees who get their appoint­ 
ment and their wages from govern­ 
ment bodies. Jerry Wurf, the head of 
the 450,000-member American F edera­ 
tion of State, County and Municipal 
F.mployees, would Ix* vastly encour­ 
aged if the postal workers could gain 
such things as the right to strike and 
the right to collect money from all em ­ 
ployees w hether they belong to the 
union or not.

E arly detection, followed by 
intensive treatm ent with radio-ther­ 
apy and surgery, has saved thousands 
of lives. 
The nature of the surgery and how to 
combine it with X-ray therapy m ust be 
the decision of the physician and the 
surgeon. Their experience tells tham 
exactly how extensive the operation 
should be. 
There have been varying opinions 
among surgeons as to the extent of 
operations for breast cancer. Some 
surgeoas believe that the rem oval of 
the lump in the breast alone is suffi­ 
cient to control the cancer.

About 15 per cent of those received 
by B reitm ayer, president of Executive 
Register, “are messy and illegible, are 
shoddy quality machine copies, or 
simply are so poorly written that even 
we can ’t m ake head or tail of them .”

understandable, 
says 
Breit­ 
m ayer, 
whose 
company 
com puter 
processes the applications for 
its 
corporate clients, that an executive, 
like anyone else, would find it aw k­ 
ward to write about himself. 
“When a successful person severs 
relations with a company it’s like a 
divorce, even if he initiated the action. 
He feels on the defensive and he 
doesn’t present his best. He finds it dif­ 
ficult to tell a straightforw ard story.” 
The sam e curious phenomenon has 
been observed elsew here, too. When

Kerner G ets 
Prison Term 


CHICAGO (A P) — Form er Illinois 
Gov. Otto Kerner rem ained free and 
still drawing the salary of a federal 
judge today following his sentencing to 
three years in prison for accepting 
payoffs from horse racing interests. 


Kerner, the first federal appellate 
judge ever convicted of a felony, 
received the sentence Thursday in U.S. 
District Court. Judge Robert L. Taylor 
im posed an id en tical pen alty on 
Theodore J. Isaacs, a longtime Kerner 
political associate. 


Kerner, 64, and Isaacs, 62, were 
convicted by a jury Feb. 19 of con­ 
spiracy, bribery, mail fraud and in­ 
com e tax evasion involving the 
transfer of race track stock while 
Kerner was governor from 1960 to 1968. 


Kerner, who resigned near the end of 
his second term as governor to accept 
a seat on the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, also was convicted of perjury 
before the federal grand jury which 
indicted him in December 1971. 


Despite the conviction and sentence, 
Kerner continues to draw his $42,500 
annual salary while on leave from the 
bench. He may only be removed from 
the 
office 
by 
im p each m en t 
or 
resignation.

Disturbed by the soaring rate of false 
alarms, Cincinnati’s fire and police 
divisions are studying new methods for 
turning in fire calls. 
Statistics tell the story. 
The city received 14,518 fire alarms 
last year, 5,754 coming from pull-type 
street alarm boxes, the rest via 
telephone or other means. 
Of the total received from street 
boxes, 4,666 were false alarms which 
cost the city between $200 and $250 
each to answer. 


In several instances, real fires went 
untended temporarily while fire units 
answered false alarms. 
Vincent Grote superintendent of the 
city's communications division, said 
Cincinnati is not alone in the problem. 
“ This is a problem everywhere,” he 
said. “ In Chicago, for instance, the 
false alarm rate runs as high as 95 or 
98 per cent.” 
Cincinnati has asked three firms to 
submit plans and cost estimates for so­ 
called “ voicetype” alarm systems to 
replace the pull-type devices now used

“ Such a system was installed 
recently as a pilot project in New York 
City,” Grote said, “ and the city liked it 
well enough that they have decided to 
expand it.” 
Grote estimated the installation of 
2,000 new voicetype alarm boxes would 
cost Cincinnati about $2 million and 
take five years. 
"It ’s going 
to be a 
monetary 
problem, I ’m sure,” he said. “ I don’t 
think the city’s got any surplus money 
to throw away.” 
While Grote studied technical an­ 
swers, other officials try to find why 
false alarms are sounded, and by 
whom. 


“ We’ve tried to alert people in 
various 
neighborhoods 
where 
‘problem’ alarm boxes are located, 
asking 
their 
help 
in 
spotting 
violators,” said Robert E. Schinaman, 
chief of the city’s Fire Prevention 
Bureau. 
“ We know that some people know 
(who certain violators are), but they 
don’t want to get involved. Yet it robs 
these same people and their neighbors 
of the protection they pay for,” he said, 
said. 
Schinaman noted the maximum 
penalty in Hamilton County for con­ 
viction of turning in a false alarm is a 
fine of $1,000 or one year in jail, or 
both. 
“ It’s pretty hard to see what en­ 
joyment a person gets out of it,” he 
said. “ But, then, what enjoyment does 
a person get out of setting fires, or 
popping dope?”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A near 
east side man fatally wounded his 
estranged wife and two daughters, 
then shot himself in the head Thursday 
while police waited outside the house, 
hoping the women would convince him 
to lay down his gun. 


Police burst into the home after 
shots were fired and found Paul Byrd, 
60, his wife, Sara, 48, and daughters, 
Paula Underwood, 25, and Mamie 
Byrd, 23, sprawled on the basement 
floor.

ternational conspiracy to defraud the 
public* of many millions of dollars.” 
Victims included several banks and 
investment companies, such as Albert 
Parvin Co. of b is Angeles, authorities 
said. At one time tile group submitted 
false financial statem ents to Dun and 
Bradstreet, then used tin* financial 
reporting service’s favorable credit 
rating “ in an effort to lull the victims 
into a false sense of security,” officials 
said. 
The group came under investigation 
in an examination of its tax-exempt 
status.

Living Costs 
Spurt Higher 


For March 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Food prices 
climbed to record levels for the third 
straight month in March, propelling 
the cost of living to its highest rate of 
increase in 22 years, the government 
said today. 
The I^abor Department’s Bureau of 
Iiabor Statistics said the cost of living 
jumped ninetenths of one per cent last 
month, the sharpest increase since 
February 1951 at the height of the 
Korean War inflationary period. 
Taking into account normal seasonal 
fluctuations, the March increase was 
eighttenths of one per cent, matching 
last February’s jump which was the 
biggest increase in 22 years. 
Prices soared for meats and poultry, 
and supermarket prices jumped 3.2 
per cent in March. This is a rate 
unequaled since the bureau began 
computing grocery prices in 1952. 
Seasonally adjusted, grocery prices 
were up 3.1 per cent, also an all-time 
high. 
March prices for meats, poultry and 
fish were up 6.9 per cent unadjusted 
and 6 per cent seasonally adjusted. 
Both were record figures. 
The surge in consumer prices 
pushed the government’s retail price 
index up at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 8.8 per cent for the first 
quarter of the year, compared to an 
advance of only 3.2 per cent for the 
final three months of 1972.

The wharf at Caesarea teemed with 
heaving porters and stevedores load­ 
ing the 200-foot, square-masted mer­ 
chant ship with cargo. It was late 
afternoon before Pontius Pilate went 
aboard. He had been recalled to Rome 
for excessive brutality as governor of 
the province of Judea. 
A lean, rigidly erect man of military 
bearing, he strode hastily up the gang­ 
way, looking to neither side, followed 
by his wife, Procula, and a retinue of 
slaves and baggage. 
No honor parade, no martial drums, 
no dipping banners of legionnaires 
marked his departure. Not even his 
successor, Marcellus, was on hand to 
bid him farewell. He was under a sum­ 
mons from the Emperor Tiberius to 
answer a charge of unwarranted 
bloodshed. 
Behind him he left a haunting 
record, including the crucifixion of 
Jesus. 
As the ship sailed that day, Pilate 
emerged from the stern cabin to which 
he and his wife had been assigned, un­ 
able any longer to abide her estranged 
silence. He wove his way among the 
wine kegs and heaped grain sacks to 
an aft railing and watched the shadows 
purpling the hills of Judea. 
“ An unnatural place,” he mur­ 
mured. “ Bewitched.” 
It was an untamed, vehement land, 
each volcanic height, each whispering 
wind, each narrow, twisting street 
echoing with time, passions and 
mystery. 
“ The gramddam of the Furies!” he 
shivered, not so much from the whiffs 
of damp sea air as from memories, the* 
misty, swarming images of defiant 
faces, the fallen, mangled bodies, the 
upthrust silhouettes of laden crosses. 
Those brash, spouting followers of 
the hung Galilean still ran amuck, 
spreading their tale that he lives anew 
and had “ poured out his Spirit” for all. 
It even had af fetted Procula, ever 
since that eerie afternoon when the 
pigeon-headed centurion jabbered out 
his hysterical report: “ Truly this was 
a son of G(k1 !” 
A twinge went through Pilate. Dim­ 
ly, he heard the shouted commands of 
the ship’s pilot as the big square main­ 
sail of sown hides, decorated with the 
Roman she-wolf and cubs, was hoisted 
to the full, catching wind and driving 
the vessel’s high prow faster toward 
the sinking sun. 
Pilate’s ramrod frame swayed with 
the forward pitch and his slender 
hands gripped the railing. It had not 
been the so-called “ Christus” fevers 
that had beaten him, not specifically 
anyway, yet all Hie rampages and 
retribution seemed to run together 
now. 
As for himself, in Hie vying ranks of 
imperial perference, he might be 
ruined, banned from further trust, 
even exiled.

The specific incident that had 
brought his downfall seemed to him a 
routine defensive measure, a cunning­ 
ly accomplished destruction of that 
superstitious company headed through 
a 
mountain 
pass 
northeast 
of 
Jerusalem. 
“ Rebels all,” he told himself. “ They 
must have been rebels; the whole 
province crawls with rebels.” 
As the historian of that period, 
Josephus, describes the episode, a 
magnetic Samaritan religious leader 
had excited a vast following with 
promises to reveal the sacred, hidden 
vessels of Moses on Mount Gerizzim. 
Thousands gathered at the nearby vil­ 
lage of Tirathaba, most of them 
armed, and started their trek through 
a gorge toward the mountain. 


fhlate, however, informed of the 
movement by spies, had deployed a 
heavy military force along the trail, 
concealing them in flanking ravines 
for an ambush. At the strategic mo­ 
ment, the combined force of infantry, 
spearmen and cavalry fell on the unex- 
peeling multitude and cut it to bits. 
“ Someof them they slew,” Josephus 
writes. “ Others of them they put to 
flight, and took a great many alive, the 
principal of which, and also the most 
potent of those that fled away, Pilate 
ordered to be slain.” Roman horsemen 
pounded the countryside, hunting them 
out,executing them. 


A Jewish delegation had complained 
to the emperor Tiberius, Josephus 
adds, accusing Plate of wanton mur­ 
der, iasisting that the victims had not 
assembled in the mountain area “ in 
order to revolt from the [tomans, but 
to escape the violence of Pilate.” He 
was ordered to face the accusation in 
Rome. 
That ambush had not been the first 
time he had used subterfuge and trick­ 
ery to try to keep these congenitally 
rebellious Jews under heel, including 
the hoked-up trial of the Galilean. But 
the wily devices, which he had savored 
with such a sense of triumph, now had 
brought defeat. 
Plate put a hand to his forehead, 
pressing it, trying to crush the ache. 
Too many schemes, tex) many ruses 
too many broken limbs, moaning vic­ 
tims, throttled voices and trampled 
liberties, tcx> much gore. 
“ ‘Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do*.” ITocula had 
quoted those dying words of the Gali­ 
lean to him, pleading for some sign of 
remorse. “ Blessed are those whc 
mourn, for they shall be comforted’.” 


Plate clinched his eyes shut, re 
meinbering, remembering. The only 
sounds now were the slosh of wave? 
and the scrape of the slender wooler 
tillers in their locks as the two steers 
men worked in unison on the jxmp-deck 
near where he stood. 
That strange, distracting afternoor 
came back, that ebbing day when the 
skies darkened and the ground shook 
and a Temple partition tumbled, ex 
|x)sing the hidden “ Holy of Holies,” at 
the Galilean died on the cross. 
Plate fwd acceded to the request of 
the Jew ish council members, Joseph oi 
Ariinathea and Nicodemus, to tx 
allowed to hike tin* Ixuly down anc 
bury it, before sunset in accordance 
with Jewish law, in a nearby garder 
tomb. 
As related in the* ancient non-canon 
leal book of Nicodemus, the Romar 
centurion in charge of tin* executor 
party liad ro|>orted to Pilate on tlx 
crucifixion, how Jesus had died in si* 
hours rather than the* usual 12. 
“ Certainly, this man was inmx-ent,’ 
the centurion had blurted out. Tlx 
governor, on edge because of the sob 
bing of Procula, had let the imperti 
lieut remark pass and dismissed him. 
Then later, in quizzing some of hi.4 
Temple collaborators, Pilate bai 
learned of the weird, unsettling event.4 
three days after tile crucifixion whee 
the soldiers guarding the tomb fled ir, 
fright and the body disappeared. 
“ We became as dead person* 
through fear,” they had babbled. “ We 
saw an angel . . . Ins countenance wa* 
like lightning . . . roll away the stone 
of the sepulchre . . . Jesus is risen a* 


Im * foretold . . . He truly does live.” 
The Temple allies of Rome had 
bribed the soldiers to keep quiet about 
the incident and to claim that while 
they slept the disciples of Jesus had 
ferreted away his body. Pilate, as 
related in the noncanonical gospel of 
Peter, also ordered the soldiers to keep 
silent about their experience. 
“ It’stile infernal heat and sorcery of 
this country,” he had told himself. 
I litter, however, according to the lx>ok 
of Nicodemus, he received other re- 
|x>rts that witnesses had seen Jesus 
“ alive after his death, and they heard 
hun discoursing with his disciples.” 
The whole affair had become like a 
nightmare, smouldering and flaring in 
Jerusalem and the countryside around 
about, igniting deliriums among 3,(MKI 
|x*ople at the so-called Jewish Pente­ 
cost, and continuing to spread and in­ 
fect the populace, despite repeated ar­ 
rests of the instigators and threatening 
warnings to them to halt their activity. 
“ We must obey God rather than 
men,” they had insisted defiantly.

I/ocal magistrates, long-time ad­ 
juncts of the Roman regime, had sup­ 
plied raiding parties to comb the city, 
one of them led by a scholarly in­ 
quisitor from Tarsus named Saul, 
hunting out the subversive pockets, 
punishing them, inciting mob sterlings 
that sometimes led to death. But the 
infection had persisted and grown, in­ 
filtrating elsewhere, even to Rome. • 


One questionable, old manuscript 
says

blamed 
Pilate’s 
“ iniquitous sentence” for the problem 
in a letter to him. 
Now, six years after condemning 
Jesus, Pilate in .'16 A D. headed back to 
the imperial capital in disgrace, ac­ 
cused of arrogant and criminal atroci­ 
ties against the Jews, for a hearing 
before the emperor. 
Night had descended over the plying 
Roman freighter, her large, square 
mainsail still bulging with the winter 
wind, and I*ilate pulled his cloak closer 
about his neck. He had not heard any 
approach, but suddenly, he became 
aware that Procula stood there beside 
him. 
“ It’s a lonely time,” she said. 
“ Yes, it is.” 
“ Whatever mistakes you’ve made, I 
still love you,” she said. He turned to­ 
ward her, feeling the first spark of 
hope in himself for a long time, and she 
looked up at him with pained fondness. 
“ G(xl loves you, too, despite the hurts 
dealt to him . . . by you, by me, by 
others.” 
He drew himself up rigidly, com 
pressing his lips to stop their quiver­ 
ing. “ I don’t need the God senti­ 
ments,” he said. “ You’ve changed. 
Procula.” 


“ Yes,” she said. “ I think I ’ve found 
some answers, some real ones, 
through those followers of the Way. A* 
they teach, Jesus was the truth, and it 
can clear us, make us free.” 
“ F re e ?... Free from what?” 
From the snares the world sets for 
us, that twist us and make us unreal 
Jesus said the healthy don’t need a 
physician, but the sick, the confused 
the victims of their own bad judgment* 
and mistakes.” She hesitated, gazing 
up at him honestly, but quite tenderly 
“ We all make mistakes.” 


Pilate stared straight ahead into the 
blackness, his clenched hands white or 
the wet wooden railing, and she went 
on: 
“ He said his work was for the lost 
ones, to reclaim them. He said to seek 
his acceptance and you would find it, to 
forgive and you would be forgiven, and 
always to love and strengthen each 
other, no matter what. You’re not 
really alone, Pilate.” 
He drew in a heavy breath of air, hi* 
muscles loosening from their military 
mold and the “ vitus’ staff slipped from 
his relaxing fingers and fell into the 
sea. “ Is it possible?” 
She locked her arms around him 
burying her face on his chest, and 
l*ilate, stroking her hair, looked up at 
the range of stars flecking the night 
around them. 
Tiberius died before Pilate could 
appear for the investigation, and 
fourth century church 
historian 
Eusebius cites ancient reports that he 
afterward fell into such calamities that 
he committed suicide. 
(Xher ancient traditions, however 
says that he, like his wife, became a 


(Christian and that for affirming it 
openly, he was beheaded in Rome and 
his body thrown in the river Tiber 
Christian friends retrieved it and 
buried him in France where a hill near 
Vienne still bears his name. 
To eastern churches, both he and 
Procula are numbered among the 
saints of a faith that says its Lord 
whom Pilate crucified died in agoniz­ 
ing forgiveness and loves for all the 
world’s cruc if iers of goodness who see 
their wrongdoing and their need for 
such mercy.
